A Good  Recovery 


SOMhjriMFIS  out  of  trouble  comw 
fresh  progress.  lasofar  a.s  the  praeti* 
ral  defense  of  western  Hiropc  ist  eon- 
remcd  that  may  lie  the  chief  result  of 
the  widening  of  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty 
Organization  to  include  Germany.  The 
London  conference  made  a fine  recovery 
for  the  West  from  the  nebulou-s  state  in 
which  France’s  eleventh  hour  defection 
from  the  KDT  plan — which  wa.s  her  own 
idea — had  left  the  free  nations.  There 
could  be  no  effective  defense  of  western 
Kiirope  without  a prepared  and  a freelv 
ro-operaling  Germany.  The  enlargeil 
NATO  concept  will  fill  in  that  gap. 

From  the  discassion.  however,  have 
come  some  historical  decisioas,  piotentially 
more  powerful  In  their  influence  upon  the 
future  than  even  the  reorganization  of 
the  we.Htern  defease  bloc.  Great  Britain’s 
unconditional  guarantee  of  British  troops 
on  the  main  continent,  without  thought 
whatever  of  any  territorial  advantage. 
^^as  a magnificent  e.xample.  The  United 
States  with  similar  a.ssurancc.s.  if  not  so 
unmnditional.  also  contributed  to  the 
easing  of  tension  In  western  Kurope.  In  a 
material  sen.se  the  rec'overy  has  been 


stronger  and  more  far-reaching  than  the 
military  side  of  FIDC  h'ad  ever  attained. 

It  would  be  idle  to  contend  that  there 
has  not  been  some  loss.  loo.  The  EDC 
plan  wa.s  more  than  a purely  military 
alliam'e  In  defense  of  territorial  integrity. 
It  aimed'  at  the  gradual  evolving  in 
KuFope  of  a .substantial  measure  of 
e^nomlc  ro-operation  and  mutual  .self- 
help.  Much  that  is  implied  in  the  older 
term  “ru.sioms  union’*  could  haw  come  to 
pa.ss  upder  the  FIX'  arrangement, 
whether  or  not  that  led  later  to  a closer 
form  of  union.  FIDC  was  designed  a.s  a 
defen.se  against  tariff  walls,  border 
bickering,  enlarged  supranational  .sus-
